For  the  year  1909. 


To  the  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  of  the 

LODDON  &  CLAVERING  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL . 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  Report  of  the 
above  District  for  the  year  1909.  No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  area 
of  the  District.  The  Health  of  the  District  has  again  improved.  I  have  had 
48  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  to  me,  against  61  of  1908.  There  was 
only  one  case  of  Enteric  bever  notified,  and  was  notified  from  Beccles  Hospital 
where  he  had  been  some  little  time.  This  case  recovered  and  I  may  say 
there  was  no  deaths  from  Infectious  Disease  at  all,  this  year  in  the  District. 
The  Mortality  of  the  District  is  exactly  the  same  as  last  year,  namely:  — 157, 
against  175  of  1907.  The  number  of  Deaths  of  Children  under  one  year  is 
23,  against  19  of  1908.  The  number  of  Deaths  in  people  over  65  years  old 
is  80,  against  88  of  last  year.  The  number  of  Deaths  in  the  Workhouse  is 
10,  against  11  of  the  previous  year.  The  Deaths  from  Phthisis  is  12,  against 
16  of  the  previous  year.  The  Deaths  from  other  Chest  Complaints  are  19* 
against  10  of  the  previous  year.  There  were  3  Deaths  from  Premature  Births, 
the  same  as  1908.  Six  Inquests  were  held,  against  10  of  1908.  A  Table 
of  Deaths  at  all  ages,  and  also  one  of  Children  under  one  year  is  affixed.

The  Population  of  the  District  as  shewn  by  the  Census  of  1901  has 
an  average  decrease  of  80  per  year.  The  number  of  Births  registered  is 
285,  against  298  of  the  previous  year,  this  shews  a  slight  decrease.

The  House  to  House  Inspections  still  continue.  The  Houses  are 
fairly  habitable.  No  house  has  been  closed  as  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
The  Drainage  and  Water  supply  have  been  carefully  attended  to.  three 
prosecutions  have  been  made  for  exposing  persons  suffering  from  Infectious 
Disease,  and  had  it  not  have  been  for  these  cases  of  exposure  we  should 
have  been  practically  clear  of  Scarlatina  for  the  whole  year.

The  Schools  in  the  District  are  generally  in  a  healthy  situation.  The 
ventilators,  lighting,  warming  and  general  equipment  is  satisfactory.  All  defects 
are  supervised  by  the  Educational  Authorities  and  School  Medical  Inspectors. 

There  are  27  Persons  registered  in  the  District  under  the  Dairies  and 
Cowsheds  Order,  1885.  Three  new  names  added  this  year  and  four  removed. 
During  the  year  83  inspections  were  made.  Six  notices  were  served. 

The  Factories  and  Workshops  in  this  District  are  now  of  a  Domestic 
character,  namely  Dressmaking,  Blacksmiths,  and  Carpenters,  employing  very 
few  hands  beyond  the  owner  or  occupier.  Two  Bakehouses  and  Workshops 
were  cleaned  on  request. 

In  conclusion,  Gentlemen,  I  wish  again  to  thank  you  for  your  support 
and  confidence.  The  Health  of  the  District  is  certainly  better,  and  the  small 
number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  which  have  been  notified  this  year, 
namely  : — 48,  may  be  accounted  for  by  improved  Sanitation.  The  Deaths  from 
Cancer  were  less  this  year  than  last,  viz. : — 6,  against  10.  The  number  of 
Deaths  from  Phthisis,  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Pleurisy  are  rather  more 
this  year  than  last,  viz.: — 31,  against  26  of  1908.  I  consider  it  was  very 
unfortunate  that  Scarlatina  was  brought  into  one  District  from  an  adjoining 
Parish,  this  accounted  for  25  cases.  Mr.  Pritchard  has  again  given  me  his 
valuable  assistance  for  which  I  wish  to  thank  him.

Notes. — (a)  In  this  Table  all  deaths  of  “  Residents  ”  occurring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or  without  the  district,  are  to 
be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the  several  age  groups  columns  (2-8).  They  are  also,  in  col¬ 
umns  9-15,  to  be  included  among  the  deaths  in  their  respective  “  Localities  ”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  ol 
the  deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “  Non-residents  ”  occurring  in  public  institutions  in  the  district 
are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of  this  Table. 

(b)  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “  Residents  ”  and  “  Non-residents,”  and  as  to  the  “  Public  Institutions  ”  to 
be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The  “  Localities  ”  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II. 
and  III. 


(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of  “  Residents  ”  or  of  “  Non-residents,” 

are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to  be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  this  Table.  The  total  number 
in  this  column  should  equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “  Localities  "  in  columns  9-15  of  this  Table  should  equal  those  for  the  year  in  the  same 

localities  in  Table  II.,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at  all  ages  in  column  2  of  this  Table  shoula  equal  the  gross 
total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

(t)  Under  the  heading  of  “  Diarrhoea  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  certified  as  from  diarrhoea,  alone  or  in  combination  with 
some  other  cause  of  ill-defined  nature  ;  and  also  deaths  certified  as  from 
Epidemic  enteritis ; 

Zymotic  enteritis; 

Epidemic  diarrhoea.  Summer  diarrhoea  ; 

Dysentery  and  dysenteric  diarrhoea ; 

Choleraic  diarrhoea,  cholera,  cholera  nostras  (in  the  absence  of  Asiatic  cholera). 


Under  the  heading  of  “  Enteritis  ”  are  to  be  included  those  certified  as  from  Gastro-enteritis,  Muco-enteritis,  and  Gastric 
catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry  from  the  certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  should  have  reason  for  including  such  deaths,  especially  those  of  infants,  under  the  specific  term  “  Diarrhoea.” 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included  under  the  latter. 

Under  the  headings  of  “  Cancer  ”  and  “  Puerperal  fever”  should  be  included  all  registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised 
within  these  general  terms. 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  I.,  II.,  III.  and  IV.,  attention  has  been  given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.
